The six-day fair, moreover, is never even 
what it pretends to be, for the first two 
days are always consumed in completing 
the preparations at the f’avilion, and 
everything is not in complete order, t 
rule, until Wednesday. This leaves but 
four days for the exhibition, and that is 
certainly not enough. A two weeks’ fair 
would really only give ten davs of com­ 
pletion, unless the Directors conld hit upon 
some way of compelling the exhibitors to 
be in readiness on Monday morning. Judg­ 
ing from past experience, however, this is 
not practicable. At least it has never 
been accomplished yet. There are always 
dilatory people who cannot be spurred into 
action until the fair is actually open, and 
probably this clase will remain with ns to 
the end. 
A two-weeks’ fair, or, better 
still, a three-weeks' fair, would make the 
whole exhibition ten times more usefnl 
than it is at present, and would afford op­ 
portunity for far more deliberate judgment 
as to the merits of the exhibits. In order 
to make the most of such a change, how­ 
ever, it would be necessary to have a new 
Pavilion, and at the same time it would be 
desiratile to introduce several improvements 
at the Park, 
The demand for a new Pavilion is urgent 
aud iu fact peremptory. The exhibits at 
present are so crowded that there is not 
room for visitors. The people who attend 
the Pavilion in the evening can see little 
else than the crowd. It is absolutely im­ 
possible at snch a time to examine the ex­ 
hibits with any thoroughness or satisfac­ 
tion. Whoever wishes to do that roust go 
iu the day time, and then they are obliged 
to forego some of the attractions at the 
Park. A building twice as large as the 
present Pavilion could have been well 
filled this year, aud the demand for space 
is constantly increasing. The delay in do­ 
ing anything in this connection is vexatious. 
President LaRue, however, has shown in 
his annual address how the thing can be 
managed, and we have no donbt that his 
recommendations are practicable. No time 
ought to be lost in arranging the prelim­ 
inaries for a new Pavilion, and the people 
of Sacramento are called upon by their own 
plainest interests to assist the undertaking 
by ev^ry means in their power. It is in­ 
deed unnecessary to dwell upon the local 
advantages to be derived from a prolonga­ 
tion cf the State Fair, and by an enhance­ 
ment of its significance and usefnlDess. 
We hope, therefore, that before the next 
Fair occurs the old karn-like building on 
Sixth street will have been dircarded, and 
that, a new and convenient Pavilion will 
have been erected in Bome well chosen part 
of the city, convenient of access, and in all 
respects creditable to the city and to the 
State Agricultural Society. 
There are some improvements greatly 
needed in connection with the speed pro­ 
gramme. The method of announcing the 
results of the races is altogether antiqua­ 
ted. At every Eastern race-track a sys­ 
tem of telegraphic announcements is now 
employed, somewhat on the plan of the 
machines called hotel annunciators. In­ 
stead of sending a man to stick np the 
names and colors of the horses, and pain­ 
fully chalking the time on a blackboard, 
all this is done by simple mechanical 
devices. 
We also need a much better 
method of announcing decisions from the 
judges’ stand. President LaRue possesses 
a remarkably powerful voice, and his 
efforts to speak clearly are most conspicu­ 
ous, but when any breeze is blowing it is 
nevertheless quite impossible for those who 
are more than twenty yards away to hear 
what he says. We suggest that the em­ 
ployment of the macrophone for the pur­ 
pose of making these announcements, 
would be desirable. The macrophone is a 
recent invention by means of which the 
sound of the human voice, as spaken into 
the diaphragm of the telephone, is rein­ 
forced and expanded, with the nuult that 
whatever is said can be reproduced at aBy 
distance much louder and quite as clearly 
as when apuk^^. This instrument appears 
to be spvc^^^^^itable to the j urpose in 
view, 
be no question as to 
the relief ^P^^W enience it would be, 
both to the^Tudges and the public. 
Aerophone cannot be applied, 
ind of speaking trnmptt should 
for as it is the endeavo V of the 
judges to make themselves heard c.re for the 
most part aggravating failures, the auto­ 
matic annunciator however is an improve- 
meut which could be easily enough pro­ 
cured, and which would cost but; a trifle, 
aud certainly, since we pride ourst Ives upon 
possessing one of the fastest tracks in the 
country, we ought not to rest content with 
being behind the age in its adjuncts. If at 
the same time any plan could bo devised 
for doing away with the tedions and weary 
work of starting the horres, it would be a 
boon to the public. Hitherto three-fourths 
of all the time spent at every race-meeting 
has been wasted in waiting. A great deal 
of the difficulty experienced in getting the 
horses into line is no doubt attributable to 
jockeying, and a system of sharp reproofs 
and fines is probably the only way of 
breaking up the abuse. It does, however, 
seem to the public that a good deal of un­ 
necessary time is usually consumed in Bend­ 
ing the horses off, and that sometimes 
when they arc suffered to go they are less 
advantageously placed than on a previous 
occasion, when they were called iBck. 
General Bidwell’s exhibits in The lower 
hall this year showed what could be done, 
in the cereal line, by energy and sagacity. 
The exhibits of Lockett, Morphy and 
others in fruits, fresh and dried, li.»o indi­ 
cated encouragiBg advances. 
lint it is 
still necessary to repeat the aihrice we 
have given fair after fair, to the e lect that 
more systemat'- effort» should be xnade to 
obtain something like a comptahensive 
showing of the variona sections of the 
State. We have said heretofore that, in 
our opinion, the Society ought to make 
thia a constant object, and that to this end 
it ahould co-operate with the patriot 
Societies, 
and through them leek to 
stimulate enterprise all over thi State, 
We are not proceeding with safficient 
rapidity in thia direction, but if a new 
Pavilion ia bnilt during the next ytar there 
will no longer be any exente for remiss­ 
ness, and in fact it will become ab­ 
solutely necessary to add to the attrac­ 
tions and increase the usefulness of the 
fair in every conceivable direction. And 
in all this necessary work of improvement 
and expansion the people of Sacramento 
will have to take an active part

think thia is a great deal more than ought 
to be expected of an honest man. It ia no 
doubt the case that ignorance and honesty 
may exist together, and that the first may 
so operate as to cast doubt* upon the latter.

THE TROUBLE 2EQINKING. 
The Egyptian difficulty is about to begiu, 
now that Arabi’a rebellion has been put 
down. Europe will now insist upou having 
a hand in the settlement of the future ef 
the country, and naturally the other pow­ 
ers, especially Russia, will do their best to 
prevent England from getting any benefit 
from her late sacrifices. 
It will depend 
upon Gladstone, however, whether this 
game succeeds or not. It is tolerably evi­ 
dent that if he takes a bold and firm atti­ 
tude the other powers must yield to him. 
There is uot one of them which is prepared 
to go the length of war for this issue. 
Rusbís cannot do so while Bismarck is on 
the side of England. France will certainly 
confine herself to diplomacy. 
Italy and 
Austria can be counted upon to do the 
same. And Turkey amounts to nothing in 
the affair. If therefore Mr. Gladstone can 
screw his courage to the sticking.place, it 
is in his power to arrange the Egyptian 
business to suit himself. 
Unfortunately 
he is weakened by his own somewhat rash 
declaration that England was perfectly dis­ 
interested in what she was doing. But 
this expression need not bind the Englifh 
Government unless it desires to be bound, 
and it is clear that public opinion in Eng­ 
land demands that the Egyptian campaign 
shall be duly compensated. A joint protec • 
torate would not be satisfactory. Annexa­ 
tion we presume is out of the question. 
Probably the right to fortify and hold the 
line of the Suez Canal would be deemed a 
sufficient guarantee, and though no doubt 
France, Italy and Russia would object to 
this, it is not to be apprehended that their 
protest would go beyond the literary form. 
It remains to be seen what Mr. Gladstone 
will think it his duty to do. If he obeys 
the plain indicactiom 
public opinion in 
his own country, however, he will insist 
upon material guarantees before the army 
ie withdrawn from Egypt. 


LESSEPS CHANGING 
It ia stated that 
HIS FLAKS. 
Lessep8 has found it 
necessary to change the original plans of 
the Panama Canal, the disposition of the 
flood waters of the Chagres river being be­ 
yond bis oapacity. From the inception of 
the undertaking the R k v o rd -U n io n has 
expressed the opinion that the Chagres 
river would prove a far more serious ob­ 
stacle than M. de Lesseps affected to think 
it, and now this conclusion is vindicated. 
He finds it to impracticable to deal with 
the river that he now proposes to carry his 
canal over it in a great Btone aqueduct, at 
a hight of eighty-four feet above sea-level. 
Of course such a change must involve a 
very considerable addition to the cost of 
the undertaking. A stone aqueduct capa­ 
ble of safely carrying a navigable ship 
canal at such a hight above the Chagres 
river as will remove all danger from the 
sudden flood-rises of the latter, will cost a 
great many millions of francs, and require 
a long time to build. Whether M. de Lee- 
seps could have floated his scheme at all if 
this aqueduct had been included iu the 
original' plan, is certainly an interesting 
and pertinent question. At present the 
stockholders have got so much capital in 
the enterprise that they may think it 
necessary to go on, but the change of pro­ 
gramme evidently renders it altogether un­ 
certain when the csdsI will be completed, 
and the carelessness or want of skill 
which 
can 
alone account for the 
tardiness of this vital discovery suggests 
anything but confidence in the wisdom 
which directs the work. Nor do we be­ 
lieve that Lesseps haa seen anything like 
the last of his troubles with the Chagres 
river. 
AJRABl’fl FUTURE. 
Arabi having surrendered, at once be­ 
comes a source of embarrassment. 
It 
would be madness to liberate him, or to 
send him to Constantinople. Perhaps the 
shortest way out of the difficulty would 
be to hand him over to the Khedive, in 
whose hands he would probably fall ill 
and die of some of those ailments which 
are so apt to attack rtbel prisoners at 
Oriental Courts. To take him to England 
would not settle anything. Perhaps he 
might be sent to Hindostán, and made to 
occupy the King of Ondh's old quarters at 
Fort William. As long as he is alive, 
howover, he will be a canse of nneasinesa ; 
bat if his own conntrymen who are op­ 
posed to him are allowed to have their 
way, he will net be alive mnch longer. 
If he ia to be considered an English pris­ 
oner, on the other hand, it will be necea- 
aary to treat him aa magnanimously aa 
possible.

Tne return 
of the Eavoy to hi® poat occurred just 
twenty-one days after his expulsion from the 
country by the murderous mob. The small­ 
ness of the force accompanying him was die 
tated by careful consideration, and contrasts 
effectively with tfce big demonstration re­ 
cently made by Chins, which has sent a large 
tiiet and an imposing body of troops to the 
scene, where there will probably ie nothing 
whatever for them to do.

P o r t T ow nsend, September 17th.—The 
ship Bullion, J. M. Reed master, laden with 
railroad material for the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company, left Philadelphia April 
221 and arrived here tc-day. She had fine 
weather me ®t of the voyage, bat on August 
12 .h, in latitude 14° 49’ north, longitude 111° 
41’ west, squally weather commenced aud all 
sail wcs taken in but tbe two lower topsails 
and tbe foretopmsst staysail. A very heavy 
pampero followed, with a high sea, sonu thing 
like a tidal wave, tho ship pitching bowv un­ 
der, filling the decks full of water. Under 
the otraio the iron band around tlie heel of 
the jibboom gave way, the lashings parted 
and tte jibboom slewed to starboard. All 
hands weie ordered forward to secure the 
jibboom, but before it could be done a 
second sea rolled over the ship, and 
a® ^ she raised 
the jibboom 
snapped 
off in the bowsprit cap, the foremast broke 
off juat above the eye® of the fore rigging, 
and the topmts', broke cff by the fid hole on 
the starboard side of the top, and down came 
the mast, yards and rigging, striking tbe for­ 
ward house and splintering it all to pieces, 
lodging in the water alongside iu a very dan­ 
gerous position for the ship—the jibboom ou 
one side and the mast and yards on the other. 
In order to eave tfce vessel the wreck wsa cut 
away as rapidly as possible, but ¡he wire rig­ 
ging was hard to cut, ar.d the crew had to 
work all night at the pumps in order 
to keep her free from water, expecting 
every moment that the spars would-punch 
through her side® cr bottom. 
At 4 p. M. 
of tlie 13 h they got ¡he wreck clear cf the 
ship, and siU-». yaid-n mast, etc., eunk to the 
bottom. At, tv p. m. E. I. Kirmey. a Feauiau, 
a native of Ban Francisco, fell from the 
m’zztu topsail yard, and, striking the rail of 
the after-hou e, was killed instantly. Ou 
Anguit 18 ;h they got at me sail on the vessel 
and got ateerage-way, rigged a jury topuiaat 
above the stuuip r.f the fmernast, and set a 
topsail. O® the 221 they lashed the upper 
and lower foretop sails together, and bent it 
to the ft.retop sail yard by patting one reef 
in the sad. Tfce ship then commenced to 
make headway. A foietop gallant mast and 
jibboom was made from the loiv, r topiail 
yard, and ly August 24th they bad all sail 
®et on the snip but the two royal®, the jib 
topsail and the main royal gtaysail. From 
this time pleasant weather was experienced. 
On September 3d, in latitude 31° north, lon­ 
gitude 135.7° vest, passed a ahip with 
her msiamast gone, standing the same way 
as the Bullivn, but could not distinguish her 
name. Arrived cff Cape Flattery S.-ptem- 
bar 15th without further acci lent, and wa® 
towed here by the tag Tacoma. Some of 
the crew Buffer from fatigue and txpotiue.

JacoboRobusti, aurcamed “ Tintoretto,” 
was born at Venice, at the commencement 
of the 8ixteenth century, the culminating 
point of the arts in Italy. Born in an 
humble atatiou, the son of a dyer (whence 
he derived his surname of “ Tintoretto”), 
he very early gave proofs of his true voca­ 
tion, 
Hia parents, bring struck by his appa­ 
rent talent, placed him in the studio of 
Titian. He had uot been there many daya 
when hia master, returning suddenly, re­ 
marked several sketchea recently drawn on 
a board. Having considered them atten­ 
tively, Titian asked who was their author ; 
and Tmtoretto, fearing a reprimand, named 
himself. For probably the only time, this 
great painter put to the blush his well- 
earned reputation for generosity, Fear­ 
ing, perhaps, a future rival in his preco­ 
cious pupil, he at once dismissed him, with­ 
out assigning any reason for so strange a 
proceeding. 
Thia unkind action, which would have 
brokeu a leas firm spirit than that of Tin­ 
toretto, only caused him to redouble his 
application. 
Ilia vivid imagination con­ 
ceived the design of becoming the chief of 
a new school of art. He, therefore, estab­ 
lished himself in a room, miserable from 
its extreme poverty, and there labored in­ 
cessantly, taking for his guide the artist 
who had treated him so severely. 
To a close study of Titian’a works he 
soon added that of the productions of 
antiquity and the sculptures of Michael 
Angelo: snd, being persuaded that a thor­ 
ough knowledge of anatomy was the 
foundation of ail good painting, he studied 
that science in the dissecting-room® of his 
native city. In spite of the impetuosity 
of his character, he negltcted nothing 
which could increase his knowledge of his 
a rt; and, with the greatest pains, made 
models of wax, which he modeled in all 
kinds of positions, aud studied from every 
point of view. 
He only broke cff his 
solitary studies iu order to share, without 
any reward, in the labors of other painters. 
His sole aim was to acquire facility of exc- 
cution, and he was at the summit of happi­ 
ness when painters of repu ati n accepted 
his assistance in the composition of their 
works. 
Having by these means acquired a thor­ 
ough knowledge of painting, Tintoretto 
sought for an occasion for the employment 
of hia talent. At that time Venice was 
filled with distinguished artists, whose 
works were eagerly sought after. In or­ 
der to gain an opening, he conceived the 
idea of offering his services simply for the 
cost of the materials used, and to thie, as 
we may imagine, he found no difficulty in 
inducing customers to agree ; but he raised 
against himself a storm under which a less 
courageous spirit would have failed. The 
greater part of his brother-artists became 
his enemies. The contest was long, but in 
the end Tintoretto was victorious. Being 
gifted with ease ot execution as well as 
a wonderfully liveliness of imagination, he 
composed a vast number of works. 
The following anecdote will give a good 
idea of his rapidity, as well as of the 
oddity of his character : The brethren of 
St. Roque, wishing to paint the reception- 
hall of their convent, called a meeting of 
the most celebrated painters in Venice, 
among whom was Tintoretto. 
Whilst 
bis rivals were occupied with their compo­ 
sitions, Tintoretto, having secretly ob­ 
tained the dimensions of the space re­ 
quired to be tilled, executed a painting 
representing St. Roque received in heaven, 
surrounced by aDgels bearing the emblems 
of his pilgrimage. The painting being 
finished, he contrived td fix it ia its place 
unknown to the brethren. 
On the appointed day, the moat eminent 
of the rivals assembled with their paint­ 
ings : but, when they called on Tintoretto 
to prodace hie composition, he replied by­ 
uncovering the paintiog, saying that, even 
if he did not bear the palm, he should 
think himself happy in having offered his 
tribute to the saint. 
The painters had no sooner seen the pro­ 
duction of their rival than they confessed 
themselves beaten, and retired from the 
contest. The mocks were at first a little 
annoyed at the trick played by Tintoretto, 
bat they gave judgment in favor of the 
present made to their patrcn. They not 
only permitted the painting to remain in 
ita appointed place, bat made an agree­ 
ment with Tintoretto, by which, for an an­ 
nual pension, he engaged to complete the 
decoration of the convent. 
The paintings which are usually consid­ 
ered the masterpiece* of Tintoretto were 
the “ Siege of Z*ra” and the “ Btttle of 
Lepan to.” The latter work, notwithstand­ 
ing ita great size and the cambar of figares 
introduced npon the canvas, v as finished 
by the artist in less than a year. Amongst 
the most illnstrions patrons ot Tintoretto 
may be mentioned Henry III., wuose por­ 
trait he painted while at Venn», and the 
Dnka of Mantna, for whom be executed 
paintings. Owing to hia rapidity of exe- 
cntion, ths atyle of Tintoretto was very 
nneqnal, and he employed by tnrns, and 
with the greatest indifference, th*’ «mch 
the Venitians criticised ® - ’-¿i pencils of 
gold, silver and iror, 
- 
In entbn*;'-»m and unselfishness Tinto­ 
retto 
probably without a rival. Pre- 
ferrina glory to the pleaanre uf amassing 
weal if > he lived only for the exercise of 
He never quitted Vet ice, and ex- 
pi jgt there at the age of ninety years, hav. 
ie ftojoyed the friendship of all the celeb- 
rjW i of that refined city.

Terrible Marlas Disaster — A Cr.wd<‘ 
Steamer Gie* Down With Her Engln^4 
Dorking. 
V» 
C ollingw ood (Oak), September 17th.—D 
A. Tinktes and Christy Ann M-rrixon, »Qr. 
posed to b? the only survivors of the wreck 
of the steamer A«i», have arrived here 
Tinkle, report* that be boarded tfce Ariai 
Owen Sound, in company with .T. H. Tin 
and H. B. Gallagher, of Manitou. 
a*e»tr «r wm crowded, all the state rooms 
and many passengers were lying on 
the cabin fl ton. About 11 o'clock 
morning, a ntorm struck the vi 
uncle, J. H. Tinktes, jumped np and 
boat wa* doomed. Dishes and 
flying in every direction. We left 


and foULd great diffi .-ol’.y in getting oa deck, 
as the boat wa* rolling so heavily. I got á 
life-preserver and put it on. The boat fall 
into the troneh of the sea and would not obey 
h®r helm. 
She rolled heavily for about 
twenty mínate®, when she was struck by a 
heavy sea, foundered and went down wilh 
her engine working, abont half-past 11 o'clock. 
The Asia waa making for French river, e.cd 
had roen, horses and lumbermen’® supplies 
for shanties. I saw three boats loaded. I 
was in the firat boat. About eight persona 
were with me at firat, but more got in till she 
waa overloaded and turned over twice. The 
people clung to my life-preserver, which 
got displaced, and I threw it off. I then left 
the boat and swam to the Captain’s boat, 
which was near by, and asked John McD u- 
gal, the purser, to help me in. 
He Baid it 
was of but little use, bat he gave me hia hand. 
When I got in there were eighteen in the 
boat By that time the larger number were 
in and clirging to the boat I had lcffi I 
know nothing of the third boat. Our boat 
rolled over, and I missed McDougaL People 
were hanging on to spars and other parts of 
the wreckage. Our beat was full of water, 
and the sea was constantly breaking over ns! 
One of the first to die on ths boat was tfce 
cabin boy. He was dying, and being sup. 
ported by one of the men in tbe boa*, 
when a wave washed him overboard. The 
next to go wss a boat-hand, who jumped out. 
I conld see him paddling around in tbe water 
for nearly one hundred yards. Our number 
was now reinced to seven, five of whom died 
before reaching the beach. Captain Savage, 
who was the last ta die, expired in mv arira 
about midnight of Thursday. John Little, 
of Sault St. Mari®, mate McDonald and two 
other®, names 
unknown, 
also 
died. 
The boat finally stranded near Point 
Barrie 
about 
daylight 
Friday, with 
Miea Morrison and myself, the only sur­ 
vivors. We put the bodies out on the beach 
and pried tfce boat off with an oar. but did not 
bail it ont. Miss Morrison and I went down 
the beach in the boat to Derrick, about two 
miles distant, aLtl laid on the beach all night. 
About 8 o’clock S*turdny morniog an Indian 
came along, and I engaged him to bring us 
to Parry Sound. He would not bring the 
bodies. 
The steamer Northern Belle, of tie same 
line, which reached here thie morning, has 
been fnrnished with ice, etc., and haa left for 
the bodies. There were probably about one 
hundred persons on board the Asia. 
A ffairs In E gypt. 
A le x a n d ria , September 17th.—When the 
two trains which went to Ka6r-eI-Dwar yes­ 
terday afternoon to bring here the prisoners 
f'f war reached that place, all the soldiers 
disappeared, with tbe exception of a small 
body left to guard the arm®, ammunition and 
accouterments.

I am not unsociable, but I bad rather not 
•bake bands with everybody; and I am 
quite *ure a good many people would rather 
not shake hands with me. Then why do 
they do it? It ia jnat one of thoae nn- 
written lawa which might with advantage 
often be more honored in the breach than 
in tbe observance ; juat a matter in which 
people trust their instincts, and in which 
their instincts are really not to be trusted. 
I am dead against the current frequency of 
haud-shaking in society. Jones drops in 
for an afternoon call; he does not really 
want to see me ; I don’t really want to aee 
Jonea; when he comes I shake hands with 
him, more or less; when he leaves, in liv# 
minutes, ho shakes bands with me, leas or 
more. I hate Jone’s hand, because it ia 
always damp ; Jonea knows that as well aa 
I do, and sometime* offers me hia hand 
gloved—but I deteat a gloved hand. I bad 
rather not shake hands at all. If I must 
do so, I will do it once, and no more; no 
one but a lover wishes to shake banda mor» 
than once in five minutes. But Jonea haa 
a detestable habit of lingering on hia way 
out. He gets np to go. I give him my 
hand. It s over. No, it’a not. A pic tut* 
catches hia eye. He turns and says with a 
eimper: “ Capital portrait, npon mj 
word! 
" Y e -a s,’ I say, half accom* 
panymg him to the door. “ Who’s it by f ’ 
° by Smearem, R. A." “ Dear me. 
He painted-a—who did 
he paint?” 
'• Llon t know ; paints everybody—paiota 
himself.” " R eally-a-good-by 1” Shakes 
hands again ; but before he has got through 
the door he remembers a message from his 
wife. I’ll see him ont; he shan’t get into 
the room again. I go into the passage with 
him. I accompany him to the door. He 
shake® hands again at the door ! 
There ought to be some rule about this. 
It should be understood that once is enough 
in one visit. Of course I know we often 
shake hands with a man to finish an inter­ 
view and bow him out. Well, that is for 
our own convenience, although it does not 
act—just as a man’s after-dinner speech is 
sometimes applauded rapturously in the 
middle to make him sit down. Those peo­ 
ple who shake hands should consider their 
ways. I hate a man, for instance, who 
can t leave ofi shaking hands. He begins 
so heartily you think he will soon be done. 
He relaxes his grip, you attempt to with­ 
draw, but be tightens it again ; he holds 
you in a vise. You begin to shake him up 
and dowD, when you suddenly find he has 
dropped your hand like a hot potato, and 
you are left shaking the air. This is bad 
enough, but the wooden shake is almost 
worse. A hand is stretched out, and you 
get nothing but the sensation of bone—an­ 
gular bone ; there is no flesh and blood, no 
grip the hand might belong to a lay 
figure. I don t want to shake hands with 
a lay figure. Then I object to the crusher. 
Ladies suffer more than gentlemen from 
this festive “ bore,” becanse they wear 
more rings; he seizes yon impulsively, 
and manages to crush your fingers 
vertically one on top of the other. 
You don t want to scream if yon are a girl, 
or to show displeasure if you area man! 
but you are dreadfully hurt, ami you suf­ 
fer what Mr®. Gamp called “ all the tor­ 
ture® of the imposition” from the op­ 
pressor s effusive, but iron grip. 
Then there is the flabby, pulseless shake 
which means nothing, or means “ you are 
less than nothing to me, and I hope I am 
the same to yon.” I am not so absurd as 
to suppose that we can always regulate our 
hand-shaking by rule, or that our acts will 
always be indicative of our moods ; but I 
notice in good society a growing tendency 
to reduce hand-shaking to a minimum, and 
then make it genuine as far as it goes, but 
as formal as possible; and I think this 
is a step in the right direction and worthy 
of imitation. Desp feeling will never fail 
to find fitting occasions, but the leas im­ 
portation there is of serious feelings or 
offensive familiarity into what is usually a 
merely polite formality, the better. The 
damp haDded man should remember that 
his hand is damp ; the flabby, irresolute 
creature should try and improve his style 
of grip; the impulsive and muscular Chris­ 
tian should recollect the agony of scniuch- 
iDg rings ; aod most people might be less 
frequent and more brief with advantage. 
In fc.ngland we shake hands oftener than 
we bow ; in France they bow oftener than 
they shake hands. 
I believe the two 
methods might be more judiciously worked. 
I think I should like a little more hearti­ 
ness and a little less politeness abroad, and 
perhaps a little more politeness, with a lit- 
tie less anxiety to appear hearty, at home.

THOUGHTS 
FOR CITIZENS, 
THE RAILROAD PLANE. 
E ds. Reoord-Ukion : That part of the 
Republican platform which refer* to railroads 
was rushed through the Convention with a 
hurrah. Tne few members who undertook to 
oppose it were treated with such hostile im­ 
patience that others who intended to discuss 
it concluded not to try to stem the current. 
Probably not one-half of the Convention 
really understood what the platform wae on 
the subject They assumed it to be all right 
because it was made by an anti-railroad com­ 
mittee, appointed by an anti railroad Presi­ 
dent. But since tbe adjournment oí the 
Convention people are beginning to feel that 
the Republicans iu trying to out-do the 
Democrats have gone entirely too far, and 
nave declared principles which cannot be de­ 
fended. 
Tiie writer of tirs does not pretend to 
thoroughly understand tbe railroad problem. 
He would not undertake to prepare a 
schedule of freights and fares. He dues not 
know whether or not there are unreasonable 
charges made by the railroad companies. But 
tbere is one clause in the platform that must 
meet the condemnation of every fair-minded 
man. No special knowledge of railroad tusi- 
ness is required to see its falsity. It is wrong 
in principle as appli.d to any business, and 
therefore of course wrong as applied to rail­ 
road bn-.iness. It is as follows : 
* 
“ Charges for transporting persons and 
property should be limited to what is required 
to pay the legitimate expenses of operating 
sues railroads, their maintenance in good re­ 
pair, and a fair interest cn their actual 
value.” 
- 
Now, it must be remembered that the Con­ 
vention resolved sgairst granting aDy subsi­ 
dies to railroad companies. It seems to be the 
settled opi&icn that neither the State nor any 
city, town or county shili give any assistance 
whatever towards the building of a railroad. 
Therefore, whenever hereafter the people of 
any section of tbs átate desire a railroad built 
th: y must rely upon induciog private capital 
to build it, without any public aid whatever. 
“ Fair interest ” may be assumed to mean the 
usual and current rate cf interest. But the 
building cf a railroad is a hazardous enter­ 
prise. Ic may pjy, and it may not. How, 
then, c tn capitalists be induced to withdraw 
their money from investments in mortgages 
and Pends, and other safe securities, and put 
it into a railroad scheme, when they may lose 
it aM, and wheu they cannot under any cir­ 
cumstances make more than current interest? 
Is the hope of success which leads men to in­ 
vest in all other kinds of enterpri-es to be 
taken away from builders of railroads? Are 
they cot to have the advantages of ordinary 
business principles ?

THE LJJCTÜRE ON IRELAND. 
Turner Halt; was filled to its capacity lest 
night to bear an address from Rev. Dr. 
Boylsn, of Ire *nd, on “ Ireland and Parnell.’1 
W. A. Henry presided and made tbe opening 
remarks, and 'fas followed by H. J. Mohan. 
Dr. Boylan, »«o is a speaker with a good 
delivery, an impressive manner, much wit 
and has the art of attracting his auditors to 
him, said his purpose was to tell Irishmen of 
tbe Ireland of |o-dsy. It is tbe same beauti­ 
ful land so magy of bis bearers remembered, 
bat it has upoujit the burden of greattronble, 
and that is herland difficulties and the issue 
with landlordiÁi. He pronounced the farm­ 
ing class tbe heart of Ireland. Upon the 
yeomanry rests a joke the British Govern­ 
ment has placid there, and that is landlord­ 
ism, and of that the Irish would be 
freed. Tbe speaker believed Parnell to 
be true to Iceland, and that he would 
lead tbe penoLs-out of their difficulties. He 
referred to OTipnnor and bis labors, and who, 
being true to principle and Ireland, kept 
thundering at the throne until the conces­ 
sions he askeclnrere at last secured. Parnell 
is just as earnest and just as sincere, and 
will succeed aim march to victory or to death. 
The land of Ireland, be held, was for the 
Irish people; mod never gave the soil to be 
owned by the few—it is for the benefit of all. 
It had been Sought to prejudice the priest 
with the Irish peasantry, but God, who gave 
the priest bis [fewer, would protect him while 
battling fur a jist cause. He did not believe 
the Irish Dam! League had misappropriated 
a peony of the funds intrusted to it. Ireland 
was waiting now to see what England would 
do with the “ Land Reform bill.” If she 
gives tbe land to the people, all will be 
well; if not the struggle will continue, and 
in the end tbe land must be divided into 
small holdings, for no country can prosper 
where the soil is owned by the few. When 
small landed proprietors were dispossessed 
in Greece, and the lands put into large hold­ 
ings, Greece, from a land of prosperity, be­ 
came the home of beggars. In Ireland to­ 
day knowledge is spreading, school nouses are 
increasing in number, and these forcej have 
shook hands with tbe agitators of the land 
question in the great moral battle now wag­ 
ing there. The prie-t and the minister stand 
shoulder and shoulder in that agitation for 
home rule. The wcrk wiil not carry on itself ; 
it must be supported and it is, and persever­ 
ance will win success. The Irish people are 
able to carry on the conflict, and will not give 
it up until they achieve victory, and have 
tbeir own Parliament, and stand where they 
did in 17X2. Iu eiehteen years thereafter the 
population of Ireland increased from 3,000,­ 
000 to 5,000,000. The people proved their 
ability to govern themselves, and those years 
were prosperous ones. The Irish love Ireland 
for her leauty of scenery, her commerce and 
industries, and because they never can forget 
the land of their birth ; and even though they 
rnpy bs-dazz'ed by the splendors of this land 
of their adoption, the Irish here still love 
her. The speaker paid a glowing tribute to 
tbe American Republic, and congratulated 
the Irish in the United States on their good 
fortune in living in a land of liberty and of 
homes, and said that tbeir kinsmen on the 
ether side of the ocean will not give up the 
contest until tl ey can che-r for their own as 
the land of the free. 
At the conclusion of the address, which 
was over an hour in length, J. A. Baillargeon 
and Miss Godley each entertained the audi­ 
ence with vocal music.

The Late Republican Convention and the 
Platlonn It Fnt Forth—Principles 
and Policy—Criticism. 
IV W Tj o r THE DAY.

In times past the political platform was 
understood to meaD, and did mean, a decla­ 
ration of the principles of the party formu­ 
lating it. It was an embodied expression 
of principles evolved from honest convic­ 
tions, and it was a guarantee of its faith in 
the pnrity and soundness of its principles 
that the party used no other weapon in the 
struggle for supremacy. In those days 
there were issues of national significance 
upon which the great parties differed as 
materially as if each read from opposite 
sides of the shield, and the platform set 
forth those differences in language so clear 
that no one could mistake the meaning. 
You might not agree with the doctrine, but 
you could not question the honesty of its 
promulgators. 
THERE WAS A DI3TINCTIVENESS 
And individuality about the platforms of 
the old Whig and Democratic parties, as 
there is about all genuinely Republican 
platforms, that gave them an influence 
with the thinking masses far greater than 
that which is even approximately exercised 
by those dishes of “ molasses to catch flies ” 
prepared at the councils of the “ bosses ” 
and unanimously adopted by the modem 
convention. Out of these substratums of 
the party structure there grew faith, ear­ 
nestness and patriotism. Every intelligent 
citizen of three-score years will tell you 
that at aDy time during the first decade of 
his manhood of nothing was he more thor­ 
oughly convinced than that the defeat of 
his party meant confusion to the Govern­ 
ment and disaster to the republic. Ear­ 
nest, honest platforms made earnest, honest 
partisans. Of late years the party plat­ 
form is not so much an embodiment of 
one party’s principies as an indictment of 
those of the opposing party. It has de­ 
clined to a defense of one record and attack 
upon another. From this level it is quite 
easy to mistake the unrepubhcan and dan­ 
gerous utterances of the demagogue for the 
PURE AND SAFE SENTIMENTS 
Of the patriot. 
Political Conventions 
sometimes mistake tbe clamor of the place- 
hunter for the voice of public opinion. 
This acceptance of false coin for the genuine 
almost always resnlts in the adoption of a 
platform which contains so much that is 
unjust, impracticable and irreconcilable, 
that the party’s sense of fairness and de­ 
termination to stand by its traditions and 
principles compels its rejection as a yvhole, 
and thus endangers the success of those 
whom the Convention has placed in the 
position of candidates for official position. 
There are thousands of Republicans who 
regard the platform adopted by- the Re­ 
publican State Convention, recently held 
at Sacramento, as un-Republican in senti­ 
ment and a dangerous departure from the 
traditions of the party. They fear that the 
majority of the Convention yielded to the 
dictation of thoso who regard the attain­ 
ment of their own selfish ends paramount 
to the party’s good. The platform is in 
construction, and, in some of its senti­ 
ments, vicious, &9 a whole, contradictory 
and in character un-Republican..In a single 
article I can only refer to a few of its most 
prominent errors and striking inconsisten­ 
cies. The expression on 
THE SUNDAY LAW QUESTION 
Is evasive and unsatisfactory. The asser­ 
tion that “ we do favor the maintenance of 
the present Sunday laws, or similar laws 
providing for the suspension of all unnec­ 
essary business on Sunday," means noth­ 
ing, or more than nothing, when we re­ 
member the almost total failure that has 
attended tbe efforts to enforce “ the pres­ 
ent Sunday law.” The Convention could 
not have been ignorant of the fact that the 
Sunday law now on the books is a dead 
letter, and conviction under it impossible. 
With this knowledge before it, and believ­ 
ing the Republican party in favor of a just 
and practical Sunday law, the plain duty 
of the Convention was to echo the senti­ 
ment in language that could not be misun­ 
derstood. 
The opposing party has em­ 
phatically defined its position on this issne, 
and the Sunday-law plank of a well-con­ 
sidered and genuinely Republican platform 
should not be open to the charge of equivo­ 
cation and dissimulation. 
THE DEGREE OF IGNORANCE AND INDE­ 
CISION 
Displayed in adopting and then rejecting 
an expression on an issue that will enter so 
largely into the campaign as the debris 
question, was never witnessed in a Con­ 
vention of Republicans with whom the 
maintenance of principle and the success of 
party are considerations above the iniluence 
of the demagogue and beyond the reach of 
the place-hunter. The silence of the plat­ 
form on a matter of such general interest 
as taxation has excited an unusual amount 
of criticism, of which but an inconsider­ 
able portion is complimentary to the Con­ 
vention or favorable to the candidates. It 
is argued, with reason, that if the Con­ 
vention was really representative Republi­ 
can in sentiment, some specific allusion to 
the party's financial management during 
the past three years should have found a 
place in the platform. 
FURTHER EVIDENCES 
Of the un-Republican character of the 
Convention are apparent in the conflicting 
nature of the sentiments given official 
recognition in the platform. 
It cannot 
have escaped the notice of the most care­ 
less reader that after reaffirming the plat­ 
form of the National Republican party as 
declared at Chicago, in 1880, in which, 
with commendable pride, the statement is 
made that under Republican administra­ 
tion the railroads of the United States 
had lengthened from 31,000 to 82,000 miles, 
the Sacramento Convention proceeds, in 
the face of this acknowledged encourage­ 
ment of the world's great civilizing and 
developing agent, to pledge itself and its 
candidates to measures that, were it possi­ 
ble to enforce thcm.jwould not only pro­ 
hibit tbe building of other railroads, but 
render useless aud valueless those now in 
operation. 
The first resolution of the Sacramento 
platform reaffirms adherence to the prin­ 
ciples of the Republican party, as embo­ 
died in its history. Those familiar with 
the history of the Republican party need 
not be told that its policy has always been 
to encourage those internal improvements 
that gave promise of conferring great pub­ 
lic benefit. 
HOW MUNIFICENT 
Has been the harvest reaped by the people 
from the working of this wise policy I need 
not here attempt to recite. It is manifest 
in every department of industry. If it 
is true that he who causes two blades of 
grass to grow where but one grew before, 
confers a blessing on posterity, who can 
measure the degree of comfort and happi. 
ness secured to tbe unborn generations by 
means of this liberal, far-seeing policy of 
the Republican party ? Through it the 
area of civilization has widened and will 
continue to widen until uninhabited 
regions will be unknown on oar continent. 
The volume of 
trade is increased 
many-fold ; the profitable cultivation of 
millions of hitherto inaccessible acres is 
made possible ; tbe aggregate tax-roll is 
quadrupled ; by means of time saved life 
is lengthened : progress leaves the ox cart 
and tbe stage coach, and moves onward 
with the speed and power of steam. One 
of the many bright pages in tbe history of 
the Republican party is that on which is 
recorded tbe resnlts of its liberal policy. 
The Sacramento Convention did not need 
to un-republicanizs itself by repudiating 
and denouncing the principle of its party 
that has secured to the people of this na­ 
tion so many invaluable benefits. The gen­ 
tleman who presided over the Convention 
once indorsed the liberal policy of his party 
ana v « jloqaent in praise of its resnlts. 
Does he refnaelDYindorseinent now ? His 
vote and voice aijW^tfee construction of 
the railroads which the plaúqwi b.e has 
just helped to make declares should 'tot 
destroyed. 
13 HE ASHAMED OF HIS OWN RECORD 
And that of the great party of which he 
was once an honored member! The mem­ 
bers of that Convention have bat to look 
around them to see the grand resnlts of the 
liberal policy of the Republican party in 
this State. What wonld have been our 
condition without the increased valuation 
of property and the development our rail­ 
road system has given us ? Are they 
ashamed of their party's record, and do 
they deny a history they helped to make 
aBd of which they are themselves a part ? 
The doctrine held in the sixth, seventh, 
eighth, ninth, tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
sections of the Sacramento platform ia in 
conllict with the spirit and principles of 
the Republican party, for the reason that 
if crystallized into law, it would interpose a 
perpetual bar to the fulfillment of contracts 
involving the liquidation of bond and mort­ 
gage indebtedness created nnder and with 
the consent of Republican administration.

called, declare that the placets have no effect 
upon the meteorological conditions cf the 
earth’s surface. Those who favor the as­ 
sumption that the planets do affect the 
meteorological conditions of the earth’s sur­ 
face are few—and the writer is among that 
few—and he is bold enough to offer the proof 
to those who got wet last Friday. I find ‘hat 
the atmosphe:e of all the planets, when 
heated up by the tun. must and do assnme a 
lenticular form, and tbus unseen extend 
their atmosphere far beyond the molanter 
form ; and while the planet ¡‘self may retain 
Its spheroidal furm, the atmosphere extends 
out very largo upon the equators, so

And these vast atmospherical cones, coming 
down betweeD the suu, or even rising up, 
they must refract the rays of the sun upon 
certain latitudes or longitudes, and thus pro­ 
duce a stonu like that of Friday the 15th 
inst. What was the aspect of the planets of 
the week past? Manday, September Utb, 
Uranus was ia conjunction with the sun, 
and these influences may continue f r a nuu - 
b r of days, as Uranus is very slow in his or­ 
bit. Thursday w is the day that the ciM 
commenced, and that day Mercury, Mars arid 
our moon wera all ia conjunction, thus 
throwing a double barri r between us and the 
s ilar heat; yes, a threefold obstruction. 1 
the extended atmosphere of Mercury; 2, 
the mighty atmo-phsre of Mars; 3, tha 
earth's moon paesel over the sun. T bs: 
threefold powers combiuei to give us the ex­ 
treme cold and wet weather from Thursday 
last to the present writing, Sunday evening.” 
A Sportsm an's P i.aint.—A local sports­ 
man, in a letter to the Record-Union, says: 
“ The question is frequently asked by many 
anglers and lovers of tie rod and line, ‘ What 
has become of the perch? Formerly they 
were abundant, aud are now exceedingly 
scarce—in fact, remarkably so—and the ab- 
ssnce of this game fish in our valley streams, 
and especially in the Sacramento and its tribu­ 
taries, has given rise to alarm lest the day be 
not f tr distant when this splendid fish will be­ 
come extinct.’ The solution of theques'ion and 
answer to the inquiry can be truthfully 
male by the simple statement that this kind 
of fish, Bnd many other kinds, are- snubbed, 
or hea led off. and prevented from getting to 
their breeding ground by fishermen who dis­ 
play the spirit of callous selfishness, rather 
than of the prcper feeling which should im­ 
bue true fishermen. It will not be questioned 
that during the running or spawning season 
of the fish in this valley, every slongh 
through which the perch are desirous rf as­ 
cending to deposit their spawn is block­ 
aded by cordons of “ fyke nets,” placed 
there 
and 
maintained by fishermeu, 
who are 
well aware that the act 
is unlawful and in contravention of 
the statutes of Uatifornia, and in opposition 
to all Beuee : f common decmcy. Why do 
not the special deputy constables or deputy 
sheriff', heretofore appointed to look after 
the proper preservation of salmon, lend an 
eye to the prelection of our perch aud eradi- 
ossible, this existing evil?”

A short time since he 
to >k a notion he would nut eat auy more, and 
refused food t -r six doys. The jailers treat 
him very kindly, furnish him with plenty of 
good food, and give hi n all the liberty he is 
entitled to under the circumstances. During 
his six days of fasting he could not be pre­ 
vailed upon to partake of one mouthful of 
food. The other prisoners in the jail have 
nicknamed him Dr. Tanner.

ure in the melodrama, and delight with refined comicalities. Of Sal­ 
vini and Modjeska, every play-gocr in New York can speak with cer­ 
tainty. Acquaintance makes them doubly welcome to every true 
lover of histrionic art. 
Mrs. Langtry has achieved an almost phenom­ 
enal success in England ; and success in England is generally an earnest 
of success in the dramatic profession in this country. That the lady is 
possessed of a worthy amount of dramatic talent there can be little 
doubt ; while for her career as an artist we might wish that she had not 
been so extensively advertised as a beauty ; and we might also wish that 
the fact of her entering the dramatic profession to assist in repairing the 
shattered fortunes of her husband had not been so industriously gazetted. 
Her personal comeliness, without question, has been of great worth to her, 
and should not be personally despised ; and her avowed motive in going 
on the stage ia certainly a virtuous and a noble one ; but it can scarcely be 
flattering, or even agreeable to an artiBt to be patronized either through 
curiosity or charity. Yet we shall see. Madame Modjeska, personally 
known to your correspondent, and an honored friend, delights in the re­ 
membrance that her first appearance on the American stage, in onr vernac­ 
ular, was in San Francisco. 1’erhaps it may remain for California—Sacra­ 
mento, perhaps—to give the final Btamp of approval to Mrs. Langtry’s am­ 
bition, or to record the final voice of protest against overweening pre­ 
tensions.

A SCRAP OF HISTORY. 
Ens. R ecord-U nion : I notice in the Bul­ 
letin of Saturday a statement that the debris 
plank in tbe Republican platform was 
dropped cut through the efforts of \V. H. 
Parks. As a statement of fact, this is sim­ 
ply and plainly a fie. The debris plank was 
the pivot of Mr. Estee’s nomination. A!. 
vinza Hayward and Hamilton Smith were 
Mr. Estee’s backers. 
They gave votes 
enough from the mining counties to give Mr. 
Estee the nomination in excharge for votes 
enough to strike out all reference to the de­ 
bris question in the platform. Estee prom­ 
ised George Cadwalader that if he obtained 
control of the organization a Committee on 
Platform should be appointed which wonld 
report back an unequivocal plank on the de­ 
bris question, embodying the views, opin­ 
ions and wishes of tbe valley people. The 
anti-debris people assisted Estee to obtain 
control of the Convention. A committee 
was appointed, but it refused to report any 
resolution satisfactory to the valley people. 
Even that was stricken out by virtue of a 
trade made by Estee’s friends, and on 
motion of a leader of the Estee faction. 
As to Parks, I have no desire to 
appear as his champion, but it is well known 
that ho was a delegate from Marysville, and 
that tbe delegation to which he belonged 
voted solid against striking out the plank. 
Mr. Estee 'declared to a representative of 
the valley interests (I. N. Hoag) that what 
the valley demanded was “ too much ” and 
“ wrong,” and that the Republican party 
could not carry the load of anti-debris. The 
Bulletin appears to be trying to relieve Estee 
of his share of the responsibility concerning 
the cowardly silence of the Republican plat­ 
form. It is either criminally ignorant of the 
true state of the facts or is willfully misrep­ 
resenting them.

wh !e.” 
W hen Penn and othef Quakers 
appeared a t the Old Bailey to answ er tbeir 
delinquencies, they entered th e C -u rt cov­ 
ered, somebody removing th tir hats fcr 
them . 
Upon fairly gelling inside, the 
C ourt directed them to put th e n bats on, 
and no sooner had they done tfi than the 
Recorder dem anded if they did £ o t know 
they were in a K ing’s Court. Pe*n replied 
tu a t he knew it was a Court, an d supposed 
it to be the K ing’s, but be did C o t think 
putting off a c a t showed any resp ect; 
whereupon he was tiued forty m arks, and 
rem arked th at he acd his frieads had come 
into C ourt uncovered, and in putting on 
their b its again they had only obeyed or­ 
ders, therefore if any one was to be fined, 
it ought to be the Bench.

The m odem d entist is not like the d ent­ 
ist of long ago. 
The old-tim e d entist did 
not repair teeth, he sim ply uprooted those 
th a t were decayed. 
I t it only of late yeara 
th a t the d entist has occupied a recognized 
position in the departm ent of m inor su r­ 
gery. 
Same dexterity and c intiderable 
m uscular strength were the chief qualifica­ 
tions of the d entist of out 
childhood. 
W hen a patient called on one of them , the 
dentist would put his finger in th e p atient’s 
m onth, and after feeling around auioDg 
the stum ps and shaking them one after 
another until a howl from the patient 
dem onstrated th a t he had hold of the right 
one, he would say, laconically, “ I t ’s got to 
come o u t.” 
Then he would go for nis in­ 
strum ents. 
These mechanical appliances 
were of a very prim itive character. 
They 
consisted of several pair of things like bul­ 
let molds ; those of th* largest s.zc he used 
on adults, and the sm aller ones on ch il­ 
dren. 
W hile he w as engaged filing the 
ru st off his instrum ents, the sufferer had 
tim e to note the contents of the room. 
On 
a shelf was a rope, w ith which nervous 
patientB were tied in the cperaticg chair ; 
on another chair a bxsiu, and a pitcher, 
w ith a broken handle, containing w ater 
presum ably for the purpose of washing 
away such gory evi fences of butchery as 
the operation m ight leave ; on a broken* 
legged desk, propped up w ith a brick, 
w is a skull w ith a cracked j tw-b me 
which was too suggestive to be p'easai t 
or soothing ; in the window-sill th e den­ 
tis t’s library, consisting of a copy of W edi's 
“ Pathology of the T eeth ,” and a portion 
of a volume of M oore's melodies ; in front 
of th e operating chair, hanging on the wall, 
was a steelengraving representing Napoleon 
on the Island of St. Helena, 
The picture 
was evidently pu t there w ith the view of 
distracting the patient's attention 
from 
thoughts of agony in store for him. 
W hile 
he was wondering if Napoleon ever had 
toothache, and if he ever burned th e in- 
Bide of his m outh w ith creosote aud oil of 
cloves in his efforts to deaden the pain ; 
and while he was wishing th a t he could 
change places w ith Napoleon for a day or 
two, the dentist grasped him by the hair, 
threw his head back, inserted the can- 
opener in his m outh, aud began groping 
around for the bad tooth. 
W hen he found 
it his usual plan was to crush it into pieces 
aud dig out the fragm ents, one a t a time. 
D aring the operation the sufferer groaned, 
and moaned, and yearned for death. W hen 
the dentist got his grappling irons around 
the root of a double tooth, and braced 
himself up w ith his foot against the wall 
for a long pull, a strong pull, a pull alto­ 
gether, the patient thought th a t th e end of 
all things was a t hand, th at an explosion 
had occurred in th e cellar, aud th at the 
Leavens were rolling them selves up as a 
scroll, while the top of his head was being 
broken off, and his vertebra was being 
j mimed down into the hollow of his legs. 
W hen he was cal ned w ith a glass o! water, 
he found th a t the alsrmiDg sensations 
he had experianced were caused, as the 
dentist pu t it, “ by the extraction of 
the molar from the alveolar cavity.” 
The modern d entist is a different kind 
cf an aggravated outrage. 
H e has a col­ 
lege diploma th at he keeps haDging on the 
wall in a tiu case. 
H e usually has a 
nicely-furnished operating room, where he 
has an elaborate chair working on pivots 
and hinges, th a t he places the patient in 
when he is pulliog his tooth, and another 
to be used when a tooth is being filled. 
Ho has hundreds of instrum ents—dim inu­ 
tive augers aud gougers and scraper?, and 
one vile thiDg th at seems to make about 
700 revolutions a m inute, and w ith which 
he bores into the nerve of your tooth until 
you feel as if your im m ortal soul was being 
tam pered w ith. 
B ut th e m odern dentist 
seldom pulls a tooth. 
H e prefers to fill it 
w ith some guttapercha sort of composition, 
or w ith gold. 
You see the tilling will, in 
the course of tim e, came out, and then he 
gets another 
job p u ttirg it in again, 
whereas, when he pulls out a tooth, th at 
euds i t ; the owner of the tooth seldom 
ocres to have it decorated, or to squander 
bullion on it after it is out. ‘ H e usually 
carries it in his vest pocket for tv/o or 
three days, and then throw s it into some 
vacant lot. 
W hen a man has an aching 
tooth th a t tries to push itself into promi 
neDce, th at seems to swell up and get in 
the way of everything he eats, and to take 
more of his thought and attention than he 
can spare, he can go to the modern dentist, 
who will fill him up w ith gas until he 
iui&sines h t|is a balloon, soaring up almost 
as high as th e d entist’s charge for the oper­ 
ation, and wheu he comes to earth again 
the tooth will be gone, and there will be a 
vacant place in his jaw th at will seem to 
him to be about the size of a tow n lot. 
The painless dentistry of to-day is less ex 
citing tla n the painful dentistry of the 
p a s t; bn t it is otherw ise an im provem ent 
on the old style.—[Texas Siftings.
